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ARINORI MORI. 

His EXCELLENCY JUGOI ARINORI 
Mor!, Minister Resident in Wash- 
ington from the Empire of Japan, 
was born in one of the southern 
provinces of that country, and is 
about twenty-four years of age. 
He resided for a period of two 
years in London, giving his whole 
attention to study, and returning 
to Japan, entered upon his politi- 
sal career. At a very early age 
he was a Member of Parliament, 
occupying a position similar to 
that of Speaker of our House. 

A strong advocate of all matters 
of reform, he soon came into 
collision with a powerful class of 
his countrymen, by advocating 
the abolition of the ancient cus- 
tom of wearing two swords, 
This movement engendered such 
indignation that he retired for a 
while to private life. His intelli- 
gence and frankness were such, 
however, that he was regarded 
as a representative man; and 
after being pressed to accept 
various offices, finally agreed to 
come to this country in the 
capacity of Charge d’Affaires, 
and was the first regular Min- 
ister from Japan accredited to a 
foreign Government. 

The zeal with which he en- 
tered upon his duties in Wash- 
ington, combined with his pleas- 
ant manners, dignified bearing, 
and elevated views of the needs 
of his country, have tended 
greatly to enhance the good 


opinions and friendly feelings of 


the American people for the Em- 
pire of the Rising Sun. The lead- 
ing idea of his life is to bring his 
countrymen out of their present 
condition, into the full light of a 
pure and elevated civilization. 
Many propositions to this end 
have already been made by him, 
with a view of acquainting his 
people with what has been ac- 
complished in America. He is 
now having prepared a work on 
“Life and Resources in America,” 
for circulation in Japan, the first 
volume of which has already been 
printed. 

Mr. Mori’s residence in Wash- 
ington is one of the most elegant 
in the city, somewhat famous for 
its local history, and for the hor- 
ticultural attractions which are 
attached to the dwelling. He is 
exceedingly popular, both with 
the officers of our Government 
and the Diplomatic Corps gen- 
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erally, entertains his friends 
handsomely, and is doing much 
to attach the American people to 
those of the Island Empire of the 
Orien 


EXECUTION OF THE 
COMMUNIST LEADERS, 


THE action of the Government 
of France in the execution of 
Rossel, Ferré, Bourgeois and 
Cremieux, who were prominent 
leaders of the Commune in its 
hour of supremacy in Paris, has 
been almost universally con- 
demned by dispassionate obser- 
vers as a most impolitic, if not 
an inhuman act. 

The man who is put to death 
by his political opponents, be- 
comes thenceforward a martyr 
in the eyes of his adherents, and 
his name serves as a railying- 
point for future action. The case 
of Ferré was, perhaps, an excep- 
tion, as he was proved to have 
been privy to the massacre of the 
hostages. 

As for the offense of Rosse! and 
Bourgeois, it was of a purely mili- 
tary character—they had deserted 
their colors, and had borne arms 
against their former comrades. 
But surely in such a country as 
France, where successive revolu- 
tions have displaced sovereign 
after sovereign, such desertion 
as that of Rossel and Bourgeois 
might be viewed with some leni- 
ency. Who is there in France, 
except the adherents of the old 
monarchy, who is not in some 
degree a rebel ? 

To say nothing of the length ot 
time which has elapsed since the 
crimes alleged against the pris- 
oners had been committed, M. 
Thiers and his coadjutors might 
have drawn a lesson from the 
story of the woman taken in 
adultery, and imitated the Phari- 
sees whose stricken consciences 
refused to let them cast a stone. 

Rossel, especially, has been 
much commiserated in England, 
partly because he was half a 
Briton—his mother is a Scotch 
lady named Campbell-—but still 
more because of his high per- 
sonal chare~ter. 

When we read of his enthusi- 
asm for his profession, his severe 
military studies, and his abnega- 
tion of all the ordinary pleasures

MY FIRST PATIENT. 

Ix one of the most lovely little villages in 
the Valley of the Connecticut had I, ‘A. W. 
Caldwell,” a newly-fledged M.D., hung out as 
conspicuously as possible my tin sign, pro- 
claiming to the inhabitants that any patronage 
they might bestow upon’me would be most 
gratefully received. 

This was the place of my nativity. and within 
a circuit of a few miles had my boyhood and 
youth been passed. Developing early a dispo- 
sition for the profession of medicine, my edu- 
cation had been to that effect, and up to the 








| splendid-looking man, in the prime of life, an 


time of the breaking out of the war my life had 


been spent in constant study—varied, of course, 
by an occasional flirtation with some charming 
damsel. But the clarion sound of war making 
the old hills reverberate with the shouts of her 
sturdy sons, mingled with the low, heart-broken 
wail of her wives and daughters, startled me 
also from my lethargy, and bidding * adieu” to 
friends, neighvors and o}d Esculapius, started 
with one of the first regiments for the field of 
conflict.
